MASTER'S  REPORT 

A  hearing  was  held  on  the  Plaintiff's  Bill  in  Equity  in  the  fore- 
going matter  on  July  18,  1978,  at  which  time  testimony  was  in- 
troduced by  election  officials  of  the  Town  of  Stewartstown  and 
ballots  were  examined  by  the  Master  and  the  parties.  The  parties 
were  subsequently  given  four  weeks  in  which  to  submit  Memoran- 
da of  Law  on  the  issues  involved  in  the  case. 

It  was  agreed  by  the  parties  at  the  hearing  before  the  Master 
that  the  stickers  in  question  with  the  name  of  Harry  Biron  thereon 
that  were  affixed  to  the  ballots  in  question  were  affixed  by  the 
voters  themselves  after  they  had  received  their  ballots  from 
election  officials  and  were  in  the  privacy  of  the  voting  booths 
provided  in  local  elections  in  the  Town  of  Stewartstown. 
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Plaintiff  relies  on  RSA  56:71  as  support  for  his  argunnent  that 
any  ballots  cast  for  Harry  Biron  by  means  of  affixing  a  sticker 
with  his  name  thereon  to  a  ballot  in  a  place  provided  for  write-in 
candidates  should  be  voided  and  invalidated.  It  is  found  by  the 
Master  that  RSA  56:71  is  not  generally  prohibitory  statute  appli- 
cable to  all  persons  but  is  applicable  to  state  election  officials  only 
in  national  biennial  elections. 

It  is  found  by  the  Master  in  this  regard  that  while  stickers  were 
affixed  to  the  ballots  by  voters,  "x's"  were  placed  in  squares  to 
the  right  of  said  stickers  by  the  voters  in  expressing  their  choice. 
The  Moderator  for  the  Town  of  Stewartstown  made  a  ruling  that 
the  only  ballots  counted  for  Harry  Biron  were  those  with  his 
name  either  written  in  or  inserted  by  means  of  stickers  on  each 
ballot  with  corresponding  "x's"  in  the  box  to  the  right  of  the 
space  in  which  his  name  was  inserted  by  the  foregoing  methods. 
In  an  effort  to  determine  what  the  actual  intent  of  the  voters  in 
said  election  was,  the  Master  reviewed  the  ballots  that  were  cast 
and  it  was  found  that  Harry  Biron  received  a  plurality  of  the  total 
votes  cast  for  the  vacant  selectman's  office. 

Based  on  the  ruling  by  the  Moderator,  it  is  found  by  the 
Master  that  Harry  Biron  was  properly  elected  Selectman  for  the 
Town  of  Stewartstown  and  it  is  recommended  that  there  be  no 
recount  of  ballots  cast.  It  is  further  found  that  the  use  of  stickers 
with  a  corresponding  "x"  in  the  box  to  the  right  of  the  place  in 
which  the  stickers  were  inserted  on  the  ballot  was  an  unmistakably 
clear  indication  of  the  expression  of  voter  intent  and  in  the  light 
thereof,  it  is  recommended  that  the  court  declare  Harry  Biron  the 
winner  of  the  election  for  the  office  of  selectman  in  question. 
Opinion  of  the  Justices,  114  N.  H.  784,  786  (1974);  Keene  v. 
Gerry's  Cash  Mkt.,  Inc.,  113  N.  H.  165,  168  (1973);  RSA  59:58 
and  59.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  court  deny  all  of  the 
additional  prayers  for  relief  in  the  Plaintiff's  Bill  in  Equity.

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Our  fiscal  year  of  1978  was  a  moderate  one  in  terms  of 
accomplishments. 

The  hospital  interviewed  a  number  of  physicians  with  the 
prospects  of  hiring  some  of  them  as  employees  of  the  hospital. 
One  physician  was  interested  and  based  upon  his  medical  back- 
ground and  recommendations  he  was  hired  and  his  office  was 
opened  in  the  hospital.  However,  after  approximately  two  months, 
expectations  concerning  both  employee  and  employer  were  not 
suitable  and  the  physician  resigned  and  departed  from  the  area. 

A  decision  was  made  to  participate  under  the  National  Public 
Health  Service  Corps  to  secure  physicians  by  the  directors  and 
the  medical  staff.  A  number  of  physicians  came  to  Colebrook  and 
three  of  these  physicians  will  start  practicing  in  July,  1979.  These 
physicians  have  a  two-year  commitment  to  serve  the  Upper 
Connecticut  Valley  Hospital  area.  It  is  anticipated  that  by  July, 
1979,  a  privately-owned  medical  arts  building  will  be  ready  for  the 
physicians'  occupancy.  This  should  be  a  plus  for  attracting  and 
keeping  physicians  and  surgeons  in  the  future. 

The  Board  of  Directors  unanimously  voted  for  a  cost  contain- 
ment program  for  the  Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Hospital  which 
in  essence  is  to  try  and  keep  hospital  and  medical  cost  down.  It  is 
estimated  that  between  25  and  27  percent  of  the  cost  of  treating 
patients  goes  for  compliance  with  the  numerous  health  forms  and 
data  required  by  the  Government.  Just  think  for  a  moment  what 
this  could  reduce  a  $2,000  hospital  bill  to  if  a  number  of  these 
forms  could  be  eliminated.  It  is  almost  unthinkable  the  forms, 
reports  and  data  and  duplications  of  same  for  the  different  gov- 
ernmental agencies  requiring  them. 

Also  we  must  keep  in  mind  that  inflation  is  a  sizeable  addition 
to  the  rising  cost  of  medical  care;  these  factors  are  of  great  con- 
cern to  us  as  directors,  especially  when  the  forthcoming  annual 
budget  appears  before  the  board.  Governmental  rule  affects  about 
80  percent  of  the  Board  of  Directors'  decisions  and  policy  making. 
Again  I  repeat  my  favorite  quotation,  "It  is  a  Director's  nightmare." 

During  the  year  of  1978  we  welcomed  aboard  two  new  mem- 
bers to  the  Board  of  Directors  —  Mr.  John  Forbes  from  Colebrook 
and  Mr.  Donald  Ladd  from  Stewartstown. 
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At  this  time  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  on  the 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  thank  the  Upper  Connecticut 
Valley  Hospital  Auxiliary  for  a  job  very  well  done  in  regards  to 
their  fund  raising  and  other  activities.  Also  a  thanks  of  apprecia- 
tion to  the  medical  staff,  administration  and  employees  of  the 
Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Hospital.  The  Board  of  Directors  ex- 
tends its  appreciation  to  the  area  residents  that  gave  memorial 
gifts  and  donations  to  the  hospital. 

I  close  my  annual  report  with  the  thoughts  that  the  year  of 
1979  will  be  more  progressive  with  the  physicians'  medical 
building  now  a  reality.  The  Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Hospital 
will  continue  to  strive  for  excellent  quality  care  in  the  field  of 
health  to  the  communities  to  which  its  serves.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has 
created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is 
recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  pre- 
vent and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to 
work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort. 
State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  sup- 
pression costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within 
pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State  funds 
matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  sup- 
press forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire 
prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from 
your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a 
permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a 
fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


This  past  year  the  State  Board  of  Education  adopted  a  plan 
outlining  the  responsibilities  of  local  school  districts  in  establish- 
ing an  educational  accountability  program.  Included  in  that  pro- 
gram must  be  steps  through  which  local  school  districts  intend  to 
measure  basic  pupil  skills  in  the  areas  of  Language  Arts,  Mathe- 
matics, History  and  Government  in  grades  4,  8  and  12.  In  addi- 
tion, all  local  plans  must  be  completed  and  on  file  with  the  State 
Department  of  Education  by  June,  1981. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  school  districts  in  Supervisory 
Union  No.  7  are  well  along  the  way  in  establishing  such  an  ac- 
countability program.  This  has  been  accomplished  primarily 
through  the  efforts  of  our  teachers  in  each  of  the  local  school 
districts  who  began  the  process  four  years  ago.  To  date,  basic 
skills  and  competencies  have  been  developed  for  all  grades,  1-12, 
in  the  areas  of  Language  Arts  and  Mathematics.  It  is  planned  to 
have  the  areas  of  History  and  Government  completed  by  Septem- 
ber, 1979. 

A  most  important  part  of  the  local  accountability  program  is 
an  assessment  process  whereby  it  can  be  determined  if  pupils  are 
learning  basic  skills  and  are  able  to  demonstrate  that  they  have 
mastered  these  skills.  A  summary  of  testing  data  compiled  for  the 
last  four  years  for  grades  1-8  does  indicate  that  pupils  in  our  local 
schools  are  indeed  learning  basic  skills.  When  compared  to  other 
pupils  on  a  national  level,  the  majority  of  local  pupils  have  scored 
at  or  above  their  respective  grade  levels.  Skills  measured  in  the 
tests  used  were  reading  comprehension,  spelling,  vocabulary, 
language,  math  concepts,  math  computations,  math  problem 
solving,  social  studies  and  science.  Although  an  in  depth  analysis 
of  testing  data  for  grades  9-12  has  not  yet  been  completed,  a  pre- 
liminary study  indicates  that  pupils  in  those  grades  are  comparing 
well  with  other  pupils  on  a  national  level. 

Although  the  testing  data  is  indeed  encouraging  for  the  major- 
ity of  our  pupils,  attention  has  to  be  given  to  that  percentage  of 
pupils  who  consistently  score  below  grade  level  due  to  their  lack 
of  mastery  of  certain  basic  skills  or  because  of  learning  disabilities. 
Also,  it  is  vital  that  special  attention  be  given  to  that  small  group 
of  gifted  pupils  who  consistently  score  higher  than  their  respec- 
tive grade  levels.  Title  I  remedial  programs,  classroom  teacher 
aides,  special  education  programs,  along  with  individualized  class- 
room  teacher   attention,  have  done   much   to   help   pupils  with 
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learning  difficulties. 

An  increasing  problem,  however,  is  the  allocation  of  classroom 
time  a  teacher  can  devote  to  individualized  instruction  and  still 
present  regular  learning  programs.  This  problem  is  further  com- 
pounded by  the  concept  of  "mainstreaming"  whereby  education- 
ally and  emotionally  handicapped  pupils  are  no  longer  confined  to 
special  education  classrooms  for  the  entire  school  day  but  are  re- 
turned to  regular  classrooms  under  an  Individualized  Education 
Plan.  Here  again  classroom  teacher  aides  are  helping  to  alleviate 
this  problem  to  some  degree  particularly  in  those  grades  with  large 
pupil  enrollments.  Much  remains  to  be  done,  however,  in  the  area 
of  providing  special  individualized  instructional  materials  and  re- 
sources to  the  classroom  teacher  if  we  are  to  meet  the  needs  of  all 
handicapped  youngsters  and  still  maintain  and  improve  regular 
education  programs. 

I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  educational  staff  in  our  local  schools 
for  their  cooperation  and  excellent  performance  in  working 
toward  and  achieving  the  educational  goals  of  the  school  districts 
and  to  the  members  of  the  local  School  Boards  for  their  dedicated 
service.

GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR'S  REPORT 


The  bulk  of  the  Guidance  Officer's  time  this  past  year  was 
devoted  to  the  areas  of:  career  education  in  grades  2,  4  and  8; 
developing  a  system  of  parental  interviews  to  assist  in  9th  grade 
enrollments;  and  implementation  of  PL94-142. 

Having  been  awarded  a  grant  under  Title  IV  (C),  teachers  in 
the  2nd,  4th  and  8th  grades  have  been  busy  writing  a  curriculum 
of  career  education.  The  Guidance  Counselor  has  been  designated 
as  the  Project  Director  and  serves  as  a  liason  between  the  school 
boards  and  the  executive  and  advisory  committees.  The  career 
program  has  adopted  the  title  of  "Project  Choice",  which  stands 
for  Challenging  Habitudes  by  providing  Opportunities  and  In- 
terest in  Career  Education.  The  basic  premise  of  this  project  is  to 
attempt  to  provide  each  student  with  a  greater  and  fuller  back- 
ground of  career  information  and  choices  before  they  choose 
their  high  school  courses  of  study. 

This  last  year  all  parents  of  the  Colebrook  Elementary  Eighth 
Grade  were  afforded  the  opportunity  to  have  a  conference  with 
the  Guidance  Counselor  to  discuss  the  courses  of  studies  their 
children  would  be  selecting  for  the  next  year.  The  conferences 
were  scheduled  both^  during  the  school  day  and  at  night  so  as  to 
make  it  easier  for  the  parent  who  works  to  participate  in  this 
program.  It  is  hoped  that  this  program  will  be  broadened  to  in- 
clude Pittsburg  and  Stewartstown  this  coming  year. 

Finally,  the  recent  trend  of  the  high  school  graduates  within 
Supervisory  Union  7  favoring  the  choice  of  technical  schools 
over  liberal  arts  colleges  or  four-year  colleges  seemingly  continues. 
A  close  inspection  of  the  graduates  of  Colebrook  Academy  and 
Pittsburg  High  School  would  disclose  that  between  5%  and  8% 
went  to  four-year  colleges,  12%  to  14%  to  technical  schools,  5% 
to  nursing  schools,  4%  to  10%  to  business  schools,  4%  to  beauty 
schools,  and  15%  to  20%  to  the  armed  forces.  This  still  leaves 
between  50%  and  61%  of  the  graduating  classes  entering  the 
world  of  work.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


In  both  Stewartstown  and  Pittsburg  the  health  programs  are 
planned  to  maintain  the  highest  of  health  standards  as  required 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  These  programs  greatly  depend 
upon  the  support  and  interest  of  all  parents.  Parent  concern  and 
cooperation  is  immensely  appreciated  and  always  encouraged. 

This  year  Dr.  Marjorie  Parsons  and  Dr.  William  Gifford  have 
again  provided  us  with  medical  care  and  their  professional  advice 
for  our  students. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  our  health  team,  the  follow- 
ing services  were  again  performed: 

1.  Height,  weight  and  dental  check 

2.  Hearing  and  vision  testing 

3.  Thorough  physical  examinations  as  standard  requirements 
for  grades  4,  8,  1 1  and  new  students  as  well  as  all  students 
participating  in  athletics 

4.  Tuberculin  testing  as  needed  for  students 

5.  Immunization  Clinics  to  update  students'  health  records  to 
state  requirements 

6.  Urine  testing  for  students  in  grades  4,  8,  1 1 

7.  Scoliosis  (curvature  of  the  spine)  screening  clinics  for  grades 
5,  6,  and  7 

8.  First  Aid  and  Emergency  care 

9.  Phone  and  letter  contacts  for  follow-ups  on  health  care  and 
health  care  problems 

10.  Home  visits 

1 1 .  Encouragement  and  aid  in  promoting  good  mental  health 

12.  Health  instruction  and  counseling  and  supervision  of  general 
health. 

The  North  Country  Education  Service  provides  speech  therapy 
to  students  needing  assistance  with  speech/hearing  related  prob- 
lems. 

The  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public  Health  will  sponsor  a 
pre-schooi  hearing  and  vision  clinic  in  mid-May  for  early  detection 
of  visual/hearing  problems. 

Still  in  force  is  the  Sight  Conservation  Program  provided  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  They  help  students  receive  vision 
examinations  and  glasses  where  financial  assistance  is  needed. 

Crippled  Children's  Services  provide  orthopedic  examinations 
and  treatments  at  clinics  for  all  our  students. 
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The  New  Hampshire  Bureau  of  Dental  Health  has  once  again 
presented  their  Dental  Disease  Prevention  Program  to  our  schools. 
In  their  program,  for  students  in  grades  1-6,  there  is  first  examina- 
tion by  a  state  dental  hygienist  and  instruction  in  proper  brushing 
techniques  and  also  flossing  for  grades  4-6.  The  students  carry  out 
daily  brushing  and  flossing  under  teacher  supervision.  There  is 
weekly  use  of  red  food  coloring  tablets  to  detect  plaque  and  use 
of  a  fluoride  rinse  once  a  week.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 
develop  good  oral  hygiene  habits  and  to  eliminate  plaque,  there- 
fore, reducing  dental  disease. 

The  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center  is  available  to  our  area 
by  mobile  unit  for  evaluation  of  students  having  failed  hearing 
screening  at  school. 

Upper  Connecticut  Valley  Mental  Health  Services  provide  their 
professional  services  for  students  needing  help. 

Our  students  received  a  nutrition  course  sponsored  by  the 
Extension  Program  which  was  highly  informative  and  interest- 
ingly presented. 

A  reminder  to  all  parents  of  children  who  will  be  entering 
first  grade.  Please  note  the  requirements  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education  for  immunization  and  preparation  of  your  child 
prior  to  entry.  Your  child  could  be  refused  entry  in  school  until 
the  necessary  requirements  are  fulfilled  if  he  or  she  should  lack 
some  of  them.  Therefore,  we  strongly  urge  all  parents  to  take 
advantage  of  pre-school  clinics  available  to  them  to  prepare  their 
children  for  school  entry.  The  requirements  are  as  follows: 

1.  Physical  examination 

2.  Tuberculin  test  within  one  year  prior  to  school  entry 

3.  Diphtheria,  pertussis  and  tetanus  vaccine  series  (4  needed  as 
minimum  for  entrance) 

4.  Oral  polio  vaccine  series  (4  needed  for  entrance) 

5.  Rubella  (German  Measles)  vaccine 

6.  Rubeola  (Measles)  vaccine. 

Only  with  parental  involvement  to  enhance  school  health  team 
efforts  may  our  health  programs  work  and  improve  each  year. 
This  combined  working  together  for  school  health  programs  is  the 
only  key  to  its  being  successful  and  productive  for  our  students.

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STEWARTSTOWN 
TITLE  I  PROGRAM 

In  the  fourth  year  of  the  Title  I  Program  at  Stewartstown, 
federal  money  has  again  been  appropriated  to  assist  St.  Albert's, 
the  Hollow  and  West  Side  elementary  schools  with  the  Reading 
Program. 

Each  fall  students'  achievement  tests  are  surveyed  to  deter- 
mine their  needs.  Any  child  who  is  one  level  below  his  grade  in 
reading  and  spelling  skills  is  admitted  to  the  program  where  he  or 
she  is  given  'an  additional  achievement  test  as  well  as  a  follow-up 
test  in  the  spring  to  determine  growth.  Prescriptive  reading  tests 
show  the  specific  needs. 

At  present  the  Title  I  Reading  Program  is  serving  twelve  stu- 
dents at  St.  Albert's,  eight  at  the  Hollow  and  fifteen  at  the  West 
Side  School.  In  addition  to  reading  aid,  twenty-six  of  these  pupils 
are  receiving  assistance  in  spelling. 

The  main  objective  of  the  program  is  for  80  percent  of  the 
children  to  increase  their  growth  rate  60  percent  by  June  in  areas 
of  understanding,  word  attack  skills  and  oral  reading. 

Another  important  objective  is  to  improve  self-images  by  giving 
students  an  opportunity  to  feel  successful  doing  activities  they 
can  accomplish.  This,  in  turn,  motivates  them  to  try  harder  and, 
as  a  result,  they  carry  over  their  efforts  in  other  subjects. 

New  readers  and  pupil  workbooks  have  been  obtained.  The 
workbook  selections  contain  excellent  fundamentals  of  basic 
reading  skills  and  many  practice  pages  in  each  skill  area. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  much  of  the  students'  allotted 
time  has  been  spent  in  the  development  of  basic  reading  skills 
through  the  use  of  the  workbook,  a  variety  of  teacher-made 
games  and  worksheets. 

Mrs.  Raymond  and  Miss  Ryan  are  encouraging  "reading  for 
pleasure"  by  displaying  colorful  books  on  a  variety  of  subjects  in 
which  the  children  have  professed  an  interest  -  mysteries,  animal 
stories,  sports  activities,  etc. 

Recently  an  Animal  Cave  reading  nook  was  set  up  in  the  read- 
ing room.  Some  of  the  pupils  helped  Miss  Ryan  in  painting  an 
animal  kingdom  which  she  cleverly  illustrated  on  a  fabricated 
wall.  Inside  the  cave  are  an  assortment  of  animal  books  and 
stories    and    many    teacher-made    reading   games   based    on    the 
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theme.  All  the  students  in  the  school  are  enjoying  it.  Children  who 
aren't  in  Title  I  are  welcome  to  share  and  utilize  the  materials 
thus  creating  a  rapport  among  all  students. 

At  the  West  Side  School  we  are  fortunate  in  having  a  room 
which  is  being  used  as  a  Title  I  Center.  Here  there  are  many 
books  including  various  levels  and  interests.  Both  Mrs.  Raymond 
and  Miss  Ryan  make  an  effort  to  circulate  books  throughout  the 
three  schools. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  parental  and  Board  permission,  all  the 
Title  I  children  from  St.  Alberts  and  the  Hollow  School  will  be 
able  to  visit  the  center,  participate  and  make  use  of  the  various 
materials.  It  is  also  being  used  by  the  teachers  in  reinforcing 
skills  at  all  schools.  The  staff  from  each  school  has  been  invited 
to  visit  the  center. 

The  minimum  time  spent  with  each  pupil  is  50  minutes  and  a 
maximum  of  2  hours.  Time  allotted  is  dependent  upon  the  needs 
of  the  pupils. 

The  staff  and  director  confer  with  parents  and  classroom 
teachers  to  aid  them  in  meeting  the  needs  of  each  child. 

Mrs.  Raymond  and  Miss  Ryan  work  diligently  to  accomplish 
the  goals  of  the  program.  They  have  every  child's  interest  at  heart. 

1  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  Board  members  and  Superinten- 
dent for  their  help  and  guidance  in  making  the  program  a  worth- 
while success.  We're  happy  to  have  parents  visit  Title  I  "in  action'!
